Yesterday afternoon there happened an 
accident in West Virginia that made a 
gentlemen from Mayaville a cripple for 
life. 

Mr. George T. Hunter, proprietor of the 
Old Gold Flour Mills of this city, was out 
on- a business trip through Eastern Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia in the interest 
of his mills, and had gotten as far East as 
Gauley. 

At this point Gauley and New Rivers 
come together, and the station across 
from Gauley is called Gauley Junction. 

After eating his dinner Mr. Hunter 
started for the Junction, and was waiting 
for the ferryman to come over when a 
freight trftn came along over the C. and 
O. 

Some one suggested that he get on the 
train and ride over, as the C. and O. crosses 
the river at that point, and Mr. Hunter, 
in his eagerness to get across, climbed on 
to the freight train. 

It is not known whether the train broke 
in two or gave a sudden lurch, but Mr. 
Hunter was thrown off the car and fell 
with his right leg under the train. 

The car wheel passed over his leg be- 
tween the ankle and knee, crushing it so 
badly that amputation was necessary. 

He was carried to the hotel at Gauley 
and bis family and Dr. Cleon 0 Owens, 
Railroad Surgeon of this city, notified at 
once, and Dr. Owens left last night on 
train No. 4 for Huntington, where Mr. 
Hunter had been removed, 

Upon examination it was found that be- 
sides the loss of a foot he was injured in 
the back, his face considerably bruised 
and body scratched up.

Harrisblro, Pa.. October 84th— "You 
are a robber. You are public beggars." 

This harsh language was applied by 
William Jennings Bryan while a member 
of Congress to a body of window-glass 
workers who appeared before the House 
Committee on Ways and Means in behalf 
a Tariff to protect their labor, in Sep- 
tember, 1898. Br. Bryan was a member 
of the Ways and Means Committee and 
did all he could to destroy every vestige 
of protection to labor in the compilation 
of the Tariff bill that is now raw. ' This 
statement is sworn to by James Camp 
bell of Pennsylvania, one of the best 
known window -glass workers in the 
United States, — a gentleman who has 
been foremost in the efforts of working- 
before Congress to secure protection 
to American labor— and by Charles Bry- 
ant of Anderson, Ind., another window- 
glass worker, well known to members of 
the glass-blowers associations throughout 
the country. Their affidavits are as 
follows: 

A committee representing the Window 
Glass Vv orkers Organization of America, 
composed of John P. Eberhart, Presl-

lnd.. and Joseph Riggins of Bndgeton. 

J., were sent to Washington in Sep 
iber, 1898, to protest against any re- 
duction of tbe Tariff on window glass 
We produced conclusive evidence te any 
fair minded man that a redaction of the 
Tariff would result in a redaction of the 
wages nf the workers. Notwithstanding 
that evidence, tbe Tariff was reduced 
and a reduction of the workers' wages 
followed. W. J. Bryan, now candidate 
for President on the Democratic ticket, 
was a member of tbe Ways and Means 
Committee at that time, and after the 
Committee had adjourned, a manufac 
turer who was present got into a conver- 
sation with Mr. Bryan and was explain- 
ing to him the beneficial result that tbe 
people of this country had received under 
the Protective Tariff system, and if the 
Tariff on window glass was reduced as 
they proposed, he would be forced to 
reduce the wages of the workers, which 
he bad no desire to do.

While in Con- 
gress Mr. Bryan made many utterances 
of equal violence against a Protective 
Tariff law.

In the debate 
on the floor of the House, upon tbe pres- 
ent Tariff Law, Mr. Bryan said that "our 
present system is a vicious system, cre- 
ated by the necessities of war and con- 
tinued by favoritism." 

Again he said that "the purpose of the 
Protective Tariff wai 
from one man's pocki 
pocket." In the same connection Mr. 
Bryan declared that a Tariff for revenue 
only could not be levied without its au- 
thor, so arranging schedules as to make 
it a Tariff for Protection, and therefore 
was opposed to a Tariff, because he 
was opposed to a Protective Tariff. 

He believes in meeting all the expenses 
of the Government by a direct tax upon 
people and in having absolute Free- 
trade 



Committee spoke up and said: _

Never was the blighting effects of Free- 
trade on agriculture so well exposed as in 
"Protection and Prosperity." After re- 
counting the campaign of Mr. Cobden 
and the Anti-Corn Law League, Mr. Cur- 
ties says: 

After the Corn Laws were repesled, 
and the work of the League accomplished, 
it then threw off the mask and boldly an- 
nounced to the world that if the farmers 
• of England were unable to survive the 
competition of foreign countries, it was 
no fault of Free-trade, and thoy must per 
ish. They had either obtained the ioflu 
enco of tenant farmers or had allayed 
their active opposition by false pretences, 
fallacies and deceptive arguments They 
had told them that the repeal of the Corn 
Laws was necessary to save the farmer 
himself from ultimate ruin, that Free- 
trade would raise the price of farm pro- 
duce and that England could compete 
with any country in the world. In 1854, 
when the farmers of England were cry 
ing out against the impending ruin, the 
Anti-Corn Law League comes to the 
cue again, but with an entirely different 
argument. It now announces a g: 
scientific truth, fundamental principle of 
economics, a law of nature, aa will appear 
from the following quotation taken from 
"The Charter of the Nations," in which 
the Anti-Corn Law League gave the 
world its review of one phase of the Free 
trade movement: 

"In order to make out ibebenetkial in- 
fluence of Free-trade nn our agricultural 
interests, it is by no means necessary to 
prove that agriculture is at the present 
moment as profitable to those who are 
engaged in it aa it was under our protec- 
tive system. The permanent utility of 
the change to agriculture itself, may 
dor inevitable a temporary diminution of 
profits. Measures which are in the high- 
eat degree beneficial to the bulk of a pop- 
ulation, may for a time be anything but 
beneficial to particular sections of it. 
The immediate effects of Free-trade upon 
interests formerly protected, is to test 
their real value to the Nation, to ascer 
tain whether they can profitably support 
themselves, without receiving their accus- 
tomed subsidy from the pockets of the 
people. Aa toon as they are exposed to 
competition, the persons engaged in them 
an obliged to tax their utmost resources, 
and apply to their development the 
highest amount of skill and energy . For 
a time the struggle may be hard, and less 
profits may be realized than on the old 
•yatem, but if in a National point of 
▼lew, such interests are worth cultivating, 
the foreigner will soon be driven from 
the market. If they are not worth culti- 
vating they will soon become extinct, 
■or is there any reason. In such circum- 
stance*, to wish their perpetuation. Our 
agricultur* is Just now undergoing this 
wholesome ordeal, after ages of prescrip- 
tive right ear farmer* hava to contend 
for existence That command of the 
h market which they have hitherto 
1 by unjust law* they roust new 
•eenre by superior energy, or abandon 
it to their rival* Bat Free trade U not 
to be blamed for this struggle . If smaller 
profit* are for a time the result, it is not 
to be Impaled as a fault to the change 
which has been brought about in our 
tt system." 
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That the free and unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 1 6 to i means silver monometallism, has been so often 
stated in speech and writing that this proposition has become 
thoroughly familiar to the people of the United States. Mr. 
Bryan, indeed, denies it, and reiterates that free coinage means 
a "return to bimetallism." The "Handbook of Money," 
however, circulated as a silver Democratic campaign document, 
contains an appendix entitled "A Silver Basis," in which the 
following distinct avowal occurs on page 291: 

"To all informed people a silver basis means simply the 
business of the United States done with silver dollars, or their 
paper representatives, and a premium on gold for foreign use — 
which would amount to a Tariff on imports from gold countries. 
If such an end could be reached — which is impossible — it 
would be the richest of blessings to the American people." 

The author of this appendix goes on to explain how 
and why it would be a blessing. It would "release our gold 
from domestic use just so far as it could be done without the 
fall of prices below the European level. Every million or 
hundred millions of dollars so released would increase the 
money volume of Europe, and with it the returns for every one 
of our commodities sent to gold countries." He quotes with 
approval Judge Hillyer's pamphlet entitled "A Silver Basis," 
in which the United States is included in the list of "Nations 
"using silver exclusively" if a free coinage act should be 
adopted. 

It is true that he argues that this country cannot reach 
an exclusively silver basis. Why not? Because, as he asserts, 
"there can be no premium on gold under free coinage at 16 to 
1." This is not only a pure assertion, unsupported by a scin- 
tilla of proof, but it is an assertion believed by the ablest finan- 
ciers and economists to be contrary to the truth. The decla- 
ration that "the monetary demand upon" the two precious 
metals, "exceeding the supply, must necessarily hold them at 
a parity with each other," and the admission that there is no 
other reason lor believing that both metals will continue to cir- 
culate here under a free coinage act, will be regarded by men 
who do not accept this declaration as true as a confession that 
silver monometallism is the ideal monetary system whose 
establishment is at heart desired by the logical and consistent 
friends of Bryan at the polls.

speedily as possible a free coinage act. 
What will the consequences be? 
1— Since the gold in the Treasury will 
not *ufBce, by about 1301,000,000, to pay 
the greenbacks and Treasury notes the 
laat 1200,000,000 outstanding must be 
in silver. Since our National Bank 
notes sre redeemable in greenbacks, all 
or these must also fall to a silver basis. 
The election of Bryan will put this conn- 
try on a free silver baai* 1* *oen aa the 
gold re»erve (hall be exhausted, and 
without waiting for the passage of a free 
coinage act. 

8— Ail debts, except where otherwise 
stipulated, will then be paid in silver. 

8-In anticipation of this result forefgn 
capitalists having money loaned out or 
balances due them here will, on the 0th 
of November, cable their American cor 
respondents to cad in loans and remit 
balances. These correspondents will 
make heavy drafts upon the banks and 
will be smong ths first at the National 
Treasury to draw gold, which alone can 
be need la making foreign remittances. 

4— In order to meet this drain upon 
their easb balances ths banks will be 



compelled to collect monies due them 
from thejr customers. 

5— Moreover, since the principal and 
interest of United States bonds will then 
be payable in silver, as well as all divl- 
deeds on stocks, fereigneis will dispose 
largely of their holding* in both of 
these classes of securities, and thus com 
pel (till further large remittances of gold 
abroad. - 

8 — The example set them by foreigner* 
will be followed by all American creditor* 
who prefer gold to silver dollars (includ- 
ing those who advocate the free coinage 
of silver but make their own mortgages, 
leases and note* payable in gold.) If 
gold cannot be obtained from the Treas- 
ury th*y will buy sterling exchange or 
exchange on Canada, thus compelling 
further exports of gold. 

7— The esormous demand for money 
thus created will bring on a stringency 
In the money market, which will be the 
occasion, not merely of litigation, but of 
a general rue upon the banks. 

8- In the cities, where combined action 
is possible, the banks will suspend. Ths 
country banks, sltbough solvent, unless 



of suspension of payments, will fall. 

9— Oold will go to a premium and be 
exported or hosrded. 

10- The disappearance of all our gold 
and the drop In the value of sliver snd of 
paper redeemable only In ellver will con- 
tract the currency to one-third iu present 
volume. According te Clrculsr No. 128 of 
ths U. 8. Tressury Department, page 97, 
ths stock of money In the United States 
July 1st, 18M, was made up of three 
items: l-fM0,100,«M> gold, all of which 
will disappear uadsr the operation of a 



free coinage act; 3— «625,«00,000 silver, 
which will immediately shrink to its bul- 
lion value of one-hair-, 8— $883,800,000 
uncovered paper, which will also, when 
redeemable in depreciated silver, lose 
baU it* value. The value or the cur- 
rescy left will be 1504,400,009, snd the 
amount of silver required to replsce the 
deficit occasioned by a change in the 
standard or valuation will be $1,104,550,- 
000 

11— Ths immediate effect will be a gen- 
eral decline in the prices or all commedi 
ties. Everything in the country will be 
for sale, in order te get resdy money, and 
there will be few buyer*. Speculator* 
will enrich themselves by 
psnic prices. 

13— In the general crast 
will be closed and all mills (topped. 

18— With no wage* coming in, labor- 
ers, mechanic*, miner* and factory hands 
will be unable to buy farm preducU, and 
the farmer will auffer with the rest or 
the community. When ■ flood devastate* 
the lowland* adjacent to a river the high 
water mark on the trees in the river 
bottom standi at ths came level on every 
tree, regardless of Its asms or size. 

14— The fsrmer will take the additional 
risk or having all mortgages past due and 
ail mortgages in default called in and 
roreclosed. The only bidders will be the 
mortgagors, and the owners or the equi- 
ties In real estate will be largely wiped 
out. 

15— Since all railroads snd other corpo- 
rations must take their pay in diver, and 
those hsvlng gold mortgages must buy 
gold at a premium, all stocks having a 
gold mortgage ahead of them will shrink 
enormously In value and be practically 
uneatable. 



le-The strongest banks, being tbas 
unsbls to realise upon their assets, will 
be In dancer of collapse, la spite of any 

combination which they may be able te 
make. 

17— Foreign Importations will cease, 
and tbe Government will be without 
adequate income to pay Its current ex 

18 — The disaster which will thus over- 
tske all classes of ths community, and 
whslm ths country in a common ruin, 
will probably prevent the passage of any 
free coinage set, so that ths sufferers rrorn 
this needless psnlc Will reap no reward 
in the end from their sscn flees. 

IB— But even if a free coinage act 
should be psssed, it cannot take effect 
without long delay; first, the delay in 
legislation; then the delsy in order to 
create new Mints and put them in opera- 
tion; or, if Treasury note* are issued 
Instead, the delay in printing them; be- 
sides they cannot be issued until tbe 
bullion required to secure them shall 
have been mined or imported and depos- 
ited In the Tressury. 

20— While wsiting r*r the new surply 
or money to take the place or that which 
will have been lost to circulation, the 
farmer will lose hi* land, and the work- 
ingman his situation and employment; 
the farmer will have to take for his pro- 
duct, and the mechanic for hi* labor, any 
price that may be tendered him, in order 
to avoid *tarv*tlon. The rate or the far- 
mer and woTkingman will be the rate of 
all who depend upon these two factor* in 
the *ocial organism for their subsistence 

prosperity. The interest or the em- 
ployer and employee, of the buyer and 
the seller, of the debtor snd the creditor, 
is after all a common Interest. The sun, 
when it rises, lightens every one of them; 
when the sun or prosperity Bets in night, 
all are alike in the darkness st a common 
calamity. 

21— In short, Bryan's election would 
mean a worse calamity to the people or 
the United States than famine, pestilence 
or wsr. 

Mr. Bryan admits that the first effect 
or his success st the polls would be a 
panic, but justifies his course by saying: 
When you eome bcrere us and tell us 
that we will disturb your business inter- 
ests, we reply that you have disturbed 
ur business interests." And again: 
When tbe country is In a deplorable 
condition, it will taks extreme mesaures 
store it to a condition or prosperity." 
The recklessness or the experiment which 
in his ignorance or finance he proposes 
to try, la criminal recklessness Wbst 
pstriot, what man, with a dua regard for 
hia own interest and that of his family, 
will cast a ballot to give him the chance 
try itt Upon that man's bead will be 
his share of tbe responsibility for all that 
will follow.

Nine People Killed and a Score In- 
jured, Several of Whom Will Die.

i 8T. Louie, Oct M.-A head-end col- 
lision ocourred on the 8t Louis and 
Ban Francl»oo railway near Meramao 
Highlands at 10 o'clock Sunday morn- 
lug, by whioh nine people were killed 
and a score injured. The scene of the 
wreck Is thirteen miles west of this 
city. The Valley Park accommoda- 
tion train going east, going rery fast on 
a down grade, came In collision with 
the second section of a westbound 
excursion train going to St. James, 
Mo., and carrying 840 O. A. K. men 
and their families. The impact de- 
molished both engines and wrecked or 
derailed all the cars. The first news 
of the wreck reached Union station, 
■ and a relief train carrying physicians 
and nurses was at once sent out, ar- 
riving at the wreok at noon. At one 
o'clook p. m. nine bodies had been re- 
covered. It is believed that at least 
two more are beneath the wreck. Of 
the 20 injured eight are likely to die. 

There were but ten passengers In the 
two cars of the accommodation train. 

The front car of t he excursion was 
the commissary, filled with refresh- 
ments and a number of passengers, 
most young men, were grouped around 
the temporary counter sating, drink- 
ing and chatting. This and the next car 
were completely shattered. In the coach 
following the commissary car were 
TO people. These fared badly, especial- 
ly from the steam that poured forth 
from both boilers. Windows were 
broken in order to secure egress. The 
ear had been turned completely round 
and lodged alongside the commissary 

The seriously injured were treated 
and cared for at Kirk wood and those 
able to travel and the uninjured were 
returned to the city at . p. m.

Denver, Col., Oct 86.— By the over- 
turning of a pleasure boat on Smith's 
lake Sunday afternoon, A. J. 
Smure lost his entire family, consisting 
his wife and five children. Their 
names were Hilda, the mother; Ethel, 
Carl, Edith, Esther and Ruth, twins. 
He had them out for the afternoon on 
the water and they had rowed from 
place to place and were about to 
drop the rock used for an anchor 
when the rope to which it was attached 
became entangled with the right foot 
of Evan and In his effort to free hlm- 

lf started the boat to rocking. One 
of the twins fell sldewise against the 
side of the boat and they all ran to- 
ward the child, which capslxed the 
boat, and struggling and screaming 
the entire family fell into the water. 
The lake is filled with weedt 
which grow up from the bottom, 
a horrible fungus growth that fasten* 
about the body like the tentacles 
of an octopus and into this the unfor- 
tunates fell and struggled in vain. 
Only the father, who fought to free 
himself, arose to the surface, and whei 
he came up had the child Ruth unde 
his arm, but she was dead when aboat 
reached him from the shore, he having 
it under water all the time, not know- 
ing, in his excitement, what he was 
doing. The lake is being dragged for

PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 

The Offlolal Count Will lie a Mutter 
pifllealty and Inuanal Delay. 

Wabhinoto.n, Oct. 26.— The preside 
tlal election of Tuesday. November 
nex^t will held under conditions which 
have never before prevailed and which 
will render the official 
a matter of difficulty and 
usual delay. Since the last 
presidential contest almost every 
which has no Australian ballot system 
has, by state enactment, prescribed 
some form of secret blanket ballot, 
either bssed on the Australian plan or 
closely resembling it The only excep- 
tions are Georgia, Louisiana, North 
Carolina, South Carolina. In the first 
three states named the old open ballot 
system prevails and the election ma- 
chinery Is in the hands of the stale 
authorities. In South Carolina there 
Is what is cilled a "reform ballot," 
the avowed purpose of which is to re- 
strict the votes of illiterate Negroes. 
In nearly all the other states 
blanket ballots will be cast and in 
many of them the count will be com- 
plicated by the fact that state, legisla- 
tive and county nominations are all 
printed on the same ballot with the 
names of presidential electors. Coi 
necticut has an envelope system and 
New Jersey prints each party ticket 
upon a separate ballot 

Should the election be in any way 
close, it is therefore quite possible 
that it may be 84 hours or even 48 hours 
after the polls are closed before the re- 
sult Is known with absolute certainty.

Nbw York, Oct 98.— A Sun apeolsJ 
from Washington say a: The repeated 
assertions that the president intenda, 
in the neat thro* months, to recognize 
the belligerent rights of Cuba, or elae, 
through aotne agreement with other 
governments, the independence of the 
island ia to be accomplished, have no 
more foundation now than elk months 
ago, when they first began to ap- 
pear. The president's attitude toward 
Cuba, as stated by officlala who should 
be thoroughly advised if any change 
waa in contemplation, is the same that 
it haa always been, and unless some 
decidedly unexpected and unforseen 
situation ia presented in the next few 
months, there can be little hope that 
the administration will do any thing 
mora than to prevent filibustering er- 
peditions from leaving the southern 
states. 

Several months ago the Spanish gov- 
ernment waa informed that the United 
States would pursue ita present policy 
of inaction toward the Cuban insurrec- 
tion until it waa more positively 
ahown that Weyler and his sol- 
diers were lnaapable of bringing 
tba war to a close. This assurancs 
from the administration is now said tc 
have led to the unusual military activ- 
ity which took place in September, and 
which it is now reported will be fol- 
lowed by the departure of 'JO, 000 addi- 
tional troops from 8pain. 

That the president haa no idea of re- 
versing his policy is quite certain. In 
support of this statement it ia reported 
from the white house that if the presi- 
dent had any intention of intervening 
he would do so now rather than wait
